INCREASE IN THE TILLAGE AREA. 

The feature of this year’s returns is the great increase in the 
area of ploughed land ; thus the total area of coin and gieen 
crops including flax and fruit, amounted in 1917 to 3,037,730 
acres' as compared with 2,400,328 acres in 1916, an increase of 
637 402 acres or 26-6 per cent. There is an increase m Leinster 
of 193 842 acres or 31-5 per cent., in Munster of 151,173 acres 
or 27-6 per cent., in Ulster of 193,369 acres or 20-7 per cent., 
and in Connaught of 99,018 acres or 32'8 per cent.

Potatoes. — -The total area of potatoes in 1917 is 709,263 
acres as compared with 586,308 acres in 1916, an increase of 
122,955 acres or 21-0 per cent. There is an increase of 21,555 
acres in Leinster, of 29,477 acres in Munster, of 39,746 acres in 
Ulster, and of 32,177 acres in Connaught. 

Turnips. — The total area of turnips in 1917 amounts to 
293,452 acres as compared with 262,814 acres in 1916 — an 
increase of 30,638 acres or 11-7 per cent. There is an increase 
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o£ 12,511 acres in Leinster, of 4,945 acres in Munster, of 8,645 
acres in Ulster, and of 4,537 acres in Connaught. 

Mangels and Beet Root. — The area of mangels and beet root 
in 1917 is 93,074 acres as compared with 80,434 acres in 1916— 
an increase of 12,640 acres or 15-7 per cent. There is an in- 
crease of 5,662 acres in Leinster, of 3,883 acres in Munster, of 
954 acres in Ulster, and of 2,141 acres in Connaught. 

Cabbage.— The area of cabbage in 1917 is 19,953 acres as 
compared with 34,309 acres in 1916, a decrease of 14,356 acres 
or 41-8 per cent. There is a decrease of 1,904 acres in Leinster, 
of 6,483 acres in Munster, of 1,312 acres in Ulster, and of 4,657 
acres in Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops. — The area under carrots has increased 
by 29 acres, that under parsnips by 254 acres, that under vetches 
by 547 acres, and that under rape by 2,888 acres. “ Other 
Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among the foregoing, 
show a decrease amounting to 4,138 acres. 


FLAX. 

The area under flax is 107,566 acres in 1917 as compared with 
91,454 acres in 1916 — an increase of 16,112 acres or 17-6 per 
cent. Of the area under flax 104,397 acres are in Ulster. 


FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1917 at 17,024 acres as 
compared with 15,567 acres in 1916 — an increase of 1,457 acres 
or 9-4 per cent. 


SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area 
of corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by provinces : — 

In Leinster the area under corn crops increased by 156,068 
acres. There is an increase of 13,534 acres in wheat, of 126,542 
acres in oats, and of 15,713 acres in barley. In green crops 
there is an increase of 37,456 acres. There is an increase of 
21,555 acres in potatoes, of 12,511 acres in turnips, of 5,662 
acres in mangel wurzel and beet root, and a decrease of 1,904 
acres in cabbage. There is an increase of 41 acres in flax. The 
area under fruit shows an increase of 277 acres. 
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In Munster the area under corn crops has increased by 
118,468 acres. There is an increase in -wheat of 19,374 acres, 
in oats of 89,231 acres, in barley of 9,657 acres, and in rye of 
192 acres. In green crops there is an increase of 31,908 acres. 
There is an increase of 29,477 acres in potatoes, of 4,945 acres 
in turnips, of 3,883 acres in mangels and beet root, and a 
decrease of 6,483 acres in cabbage. There is an increase of 795 
acres in the area under flax and an increase of 2 acres in the 
area under fruit. 

In Ulster the area under corn crops has increased by 130,109 
acres. There is an increase of 8,014 acres in wheat, of 121,104 
acres in oats, of 334 acres in barley, and of 137 acres in rye. In 
green crops there is an increase of 47,021 acres. Potatoes in- 
creased by 39,746 acres, turnips by 8,645 acres, mangels and 
beet root by 954 acres, while cabbage decreased by 1,312 acres. 

The area under flax is returned in 1917 as 104,397 acres as 
compared with 89,306 acres in 1916, an increase of 15,091 
acres. In fruit there is an increase of 1,148 acres. 

In Connaught the area under corn crops has increased by 
63,731 acres. There is an increase of 6,722 acres in wheat, 
of 55,267 acres in oats, of 1,368 acres in barley, and of 371 acres 
in rye. In green crops there is an increase of 35,072 acres. 
There is an increase of 32,177 acres in potatoes, of 4,537 acres 
in turnips, of 2,141 acres in mangels and beet root, and a decrease 
of 4,657 acres in cabbage. Flax has increased by 185 acres, and 
fruit by 30 acres.

PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 11,501,020 acres in 1917, as compared with 12,436,705 acres 
in 1916 — a decrease of 935,685 acres, due mainly to che great 
increase in the area of ploughed land. When considering these 
figures of pasture area it should be remembered always that 
there are certain areas which it is difficult to classify, and 
which one year may be returned as “grazed” land, and another 
year may be returned as turf bog or barren mountain ; but 
the grazing value of these areas is small. The important 
increase or decrease in pasture is best measured by the extent 
to which the area of crops and of hay has decreased or increased, 
for in such a statistical inquiry as is being dealt with here 
the extent of the area under crops can be more exactly deter- 
mined than the area of grazing land.
